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PREFACE 


The  following  incomplete  history  of  Daniel  and 
Isabel  Evans,  and  their  descendants,  is  the  result  of  four 
years  searching  and  compiling  of  information.  As  you  will 
see,  there  is  still  much  information  needed  --  WE  NEED  HELP 
FROM  EACH  AND  EVERY  ONE  OF  YOU. 

This  is  a story  of  real,  live  people  --  your 
ancestors  and  mine  and  our  descendants.  Therefore,  there 
is  no  real  beginning  and  no  eiding,  as  people  are  born 
and  die.  This  book  covers  people  from  about  1766  to  the 
present  date,  1973  - a little  over  200  years  of  descendants 
from  one  man  and  wife.  There  are  many  questions  yet  to  be 
answered,  and  many  that  will  never  be  answered. 

The  purpose  of  this  history  is  to  make  our  ancestors 
"people,"  not  just  statistics.  Rather  than  just  reading 
names,  dates  of  birth,  marriage  and  death,  it's  much  more 
interesting  i?o  read  short  biographies  of  our  ancestors  and 
descendants --about  when  they  were  young,  growing  up,  their 
education  and  life  work,  follow  their  travels;  and  know 
their  personalities  through  their  hobbies,  beliefs,  church 
and  civic  work;  and,  lastly,  the  cause  of  their  death  and 
where  buried. 

If  you  have  old  family  Bibles,  letters,  newspaper 
clippings  of  births,  weddings,  obituaries,  etc.  (which  con- 
tain lots  of  details),  please  send  us  copies  so  we  can  in- 
sert the  information.  Also,  please  advise  us  of  any  errors. 

Won't  you  please  send  us  whatever  information  you 
have  to  include  in  this  history  of  Daniel  and  Isabel  Engle 
Evans  and  their  descendants?

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CALEB  EVANS 


Caleb  Evans  was  born  approximately  1766  in  Wales,  and 
from  early  family  records  it  is  believed  he  was  sent  to 
America  by  England  as  a member  of  a company  of  Welsh  con- 
scripts during  the  last  days  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

They  landed  in  Virginia,  near  the  close  of  the  fighting, 
and  the  company  was  disbanded,  never  seeing  any  service. 

Although  a search  is  still  being  made,  it  is  not  now 
known  when  or  where  Caleb  was  married,  or  what  he  did  as 
his  livelihood.  However,  early  court  records  disclose  that 
in  1791  he  was  deeded  229  acres  on  North  River,  of  Hamp- 
shire County,  Virginia,  by  a William  Thompson  and  wife, 

Mary;  and  in  1794?  Caleb  and  his  wife,  Eve,  deeded  92  acres 
on  North  River  to  David  Rodrick  (possibly  the  father  of  a 
daughter-in-law,  wife  of  his  son  David? ) ; and  92  acres  to 
a John  Thompson.  There  is  no  record  of  what  happened  to 
the  remaining  45  acres. 

In  I836  Caleb  and  his  wife  went  to  the  State  of  Ohio, 
being  ferried  across  the  Ohio  River  when  it  was  very  high, 
a dangerous  undertaking  in  those  times.  They  visited  a son, 
David,  and  possibly  a sister  or  daughter  who  had  preceded 
them  to  Ohio,  and  moved  on  to  Franklin  County,  Ohio,  where 
he  purchased  land  and  lived  until  his  death. 

Caleb  Evans  died  April  10,  1 841  , at  the  age  of  75  years; 
and  his  wife.  Eve  C.,  died  November  9,  1847*  at  the  age  of 
81  years.  They  were  buried  in  Brunk  Cemetery,  Norwich  Town- 
ship, Franklin  County,  Ohio.  (The  cemetery  has  been  aban- 
doned for  many  yoa rs  now.) 

The  Will  of  Caleb  Evans,  signed  December  23,  1819,  was 
proven  June  23,  1 841 • It  mentions  his  wife  (not  by  name), 
a son  Jacob,  daughters  Elizabeth,  Polly,  Martha,  and  sons 
Peter,  David,  George,  Abel  and  Alexander;  and  was  witnessed 
by  William  S.  Boling  and  David  P.  Latimer,  naming  Isaac 
Davison  as  Executor.  The  Will  read  he  has  given  sons 
Peter,  David,  George,  Abel  and  Alexander  their  portion  dur- 
ing his  lifetime.  Jacob  is  to  remain  with  sister  Polly 
during  her  lifetime  if  he  lives  longest.

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DAVID  EVANS 


David  Evans  (believed  to  be  the  sixth  child  of  Caleb 
Evans)  was  an  early  settler  of  Vinton  County,  Ohio. 
(Vinton  County  was  formed  in  1850  from  part  of  Gallias, 
Athens,  Ross,  Jackson  and  Hocking  Counties.) 


David  was  married  twice.  His  first  marriage  was  to 
Sally  Kodrick  on  December  26,  1816,  by  Robert  Montgomery, 
J.P.,  in  Pike  County,  Ohio.  Sally  died  in  1843  at  the  age 
of  43. 

David  then  married  Abigail  Myers  on  May  22,  1845? 
in  Athens  County,  Ohio.

Although  some  family  records  show  David  Evans'  date  of 
death  as  being  in  1854?  aged  about  63  years,  it  does  not 
correspond  with  above  information  from  census.  A search  is 
still  being  made  for  more  information.

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SOLOMON  EVANS 


SOLOMON  EVANS  (David  Evans,  Caleb  Evans) , a son  of  DAVID 
EVANS,  was  born  in  I83O  near  McArthur  in  Vinton  County,  Ohio. 
At  the  age  of  17  years  he  moved  to  Franklin  County,  near  New 
Hillards,  Ohio. 

In  i860  he  married  Perthena  Meteer  and  they  settled  near 
Marble  Cliff,  Ohio. 

Solomon  died  March  28,  1897-  At  this  time  he  had  two 
brothers  still  living--Daniel  Evans,  near  Rantoul,  Illinois 
and  David  Evans  of  Vinton  County,  Ohio  (this  David  was  the 
father  of  Buena  Vesta  Evans  who  married  Sylvester  Harvey 
(Tom)  Evans,  a son  of  Daniel  and  Isabel  Evans.)  A nephew, 

A.  L.  Evans,  was  living  with  Solomon  when  he  died. 

Solomon  and  Perthena  Meteer  Evans  were  the  parents  of 
the  following  four  children:

DANIEL  EVANS 


On  March  2,  1 8I4.8 , Daniel  Evans  was  married  to  Isabel 
Engle,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Barbara  Hass  Engle,  in 
Vinton  County,  Ohio,  by  James  Crawford,  J.P.  Isabel  was 
Pennsylvania  Dutch,  and  was  able  to  "talk  it."  Her  mother 
died  when  she  was  quite  young,  and  she  moved  with  her 
father  to  Ohio  where  she  met  Daniel.  Her  brother.  Will 
Engle,  was  only  four  years  old  when  their  mother  died,  and 
he  was  raised  by  Daniel  and  Isabel. 

Their  first  born,  Lewis  Azariah,  died  when  he  was  about 
three  years  old;  and,  after  their  second  child  was  born, 
tney  moved  to  Franklin  County , Ohio.  Seven  more  children 
were  born  while  they  were  living  in  Franklin  County;  and  in 
1 866  they  moved  to  Illinois  with  their  eight  children,  the 
youngest  being  only  about  one  year  old.  Traveling  by  rail 
to  Champaign,  Illinois,  they  brought  all  their  worldly 
possessions,  including  a wagon  and  some  horses,  and  the 
older  boys  had  to  take  turns  staying  with  the  horses.  From 
Champaign  they  apparently  traveled  by  wagon  to  their  new 
farm  near  Dewey,  which  we  know  as  the  Joe  Evans  farm.  George, 
who  was  only  14,  froze  his  feet  on  the  trip  from  Champaign 
to  Dewey.  Daniel  purchased  this  120  acres  from  Cornelius 
Sharp  for  $3,000. 

On  March  31  , 1869,  Daniel  bought  20  acres  in  Newcomb 
Township  from  Frederick  B.  Sale  and  his  wife  for  $450.  It 
is  not  known  why  he  bought  this  land,  as  it  was  more  than 
four  miles  by  road  from  his  home;  but,  on  September  20, 

1898,  he  sold  this  land  to  William  Hildreit#  for  $800. 

Daniel  liked  to  buy  and  sell  land,  but  not  all  of  his 
purchases  resulted  in  profit.  On  December  29,  1866,  he 
bought  acre  lot  in  Newcomb  Township  from  Silas  Hank  and 
Mary  Hank  for  $99;  and  on  November  7*  1 88 3 j he  sold  this 
lot  to  William  Sweet  for  $90. 

On  September  30,  1870,  he  added  to  his  farm  by  buying 
I4.O  acres  from  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  for  $360;  and 
on  March  15*  1872,  he  purchased  another  ij.0  acres  from  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  for  $480,  making  a total  of  200 
acres . 

He  purchased  1 60  acres  for  $4*000  from  Amos  C.  Babcock 
and  Margaret  Babcock;  and  sold  80  acres  of  this  for  $2,000 
to  Gecrge  Evans  when  he  was  about  32  years  old,  and  he  and 
Sarah  had  been  married  for  about  six  years;  and  sold  the 
other  80  acres  for  $2400  to  William  Engle,  Isabel's  brother. 

On  July  25,  1882,  he  purchased  80  acres  from  Nellie 
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Divelbliss  and  George  Divelbliss  for  $3100,  subject  to  a 
trust  deed  and  mortgage;  and  sold  it  to  James  Ryan  for 
$3200.  This  land  is  now  part  of  the  Paul  Baker  farm  west 
of  Rantoul . This  same  80  acres  was  deeded  back  to  Daniel 
Evans  on  March  I4.,  1893,  for  $5400 ; and  sold  to  Tartus  Allen 
lor  $5600  on  February  23,  1900. 

On  November  2,  1882,  he  purchased  80  acres  from  Edward 
C.  Barrows  and  wife,  Nancy,  for  $3600;  this  land  was  l^s 
miles  west  of  Rantoul  which  had  a tile  and  brick  factory  on 
the  sand  hill  at  the  east  side  of  the  south  forty  acres . 

There  are  several  deeds  of  record  showing  property 
purchased  by  Sylvester  Harvey  Evans,  which  property  was 
later  deeded  to  Daniel  Evans  by  Quit  Claim  Deed,  which  would 
lead  one  to  believe  that  perhaps  Sylvester  bought  the  pro- 
perty with  Daniel's  money. 

In  1891  , Daniel  and  Isabel  Evans  moved  to  a farm  near 
Rantoul,  and  sold  80  acres  of  their  farm  near  Dewey  to 
Joseph  H.  Evans  for  $4500  on  August  1,  1 891  ; and  sold  the 
remaining  120  acres  to  Joseph  H.  Evans  by  recorded  Articles 
of  Agreement  for  $8,000,  to  be  paid  in  eight  $1000  pay- 
ments, plus  7%  interest,  beginning  March  1,  1893- 

Maple  Hill  Farm,  near  Rantoul,  was  purchased  January 
19,  1893,  from  Martha  M.  Haskell  for  $5200,  where  they 
lived  for  several  years;  and  sold  it  to  William  F.  Evans 
on  January  28,  1901,  for  $5,000.  On  March  1,  1900,  Daniel 
purchased  80  acres  from  Charles  W.  Ellis  and  Mary  B.  Ellis 
lor  $5600,  located  along  what  is  now  Route  I36,  where 
they  moved,  to  and  lived  until  after  Isabel's  death;  and 
which  was  sold  to  William  F.  Evans  on  February  25,  1907, 
for  $12,000. 


GOLDEN  WEDDING 

An  unusually  pleasant  surprise  party  was  given 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Daniel  Evans,  west  of  town,  last 
Wednesday,  in  honor  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
their  wedding.  About  thirty-five  of  their  neighbors 
and  relatives  were  present  and  had  one  of  the  best 
times  imaginable.  The  guests  came  with  baskets 
filled  to  overflowing  with  fresh  and  delicious  rural 
luxuries  and  the  dinner  served  was  good  enough  to 
excite  the  envy  of  New  York's  famous  I4.OO . Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Evans  received  a number  of  beautiful  presents 
as  souvenirs  of  an  event  that  occurs  in  the  lives 
of  very  few  people;.  Among  the  guests  were  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  William  Engle,  of  Rantoul.  Mr.  Engle,  who  is 
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a brother  of'  Mrs.  Evans,  was  present  at  the  marriage 
of  his  sister  to  Mr.  Evans  fifty  years  ago. 

The  wedding  took  place  near  Swan,  Ohio.  In 
this  world  of  unrest  and  sorrowful  changes  how  sel- 
dom it  is  that  the  bright,  frolicsome  lad  of  a 
dozen  or  so  summers,  who  sees  his  big  sister  wedded 
to  her  favorite  lover,  grows  to  manhood,  enlists  in 
the  army,  fights  for  his  country,  returns  home  safe 
and  sound,  and  finally  attends  the  same  big  sister's 
golden  wedding!  This  incident  takes  one  back  to  the 
careless,  rollicking  joyous  days  of  boyhood,  leads 
him  along  through  the  gradually  increasing  cares  of 
youth  and  early  manhood,  introduces  him  to  the  stern- 
est realities  in  the  experience  of  mankind,  and  at 
last  pictures  to  him  the  subdued  joys  and  sori$rs  of 
later  life  with  a vividness  which  our  poor  pen  can- 
not express.  (From  an  old  newspaper  clipping) 


Isabel  died  on  July  3>  1905j  as  the  result  of  heart 
disease . 


AN  AGED  LADY  CALLED  SUDDENLY  FROM  EARTHLY  SCENES 

Monday,  July  3>  about  Ip  o'clock  p.m.  , Mrs. 

Daniel  Evans  was  suddenly  called  from  earth.  She 
had  been  in  her  usual  health,  and  at  the  time  of 
her  death  was  sitting  on  the  porch  at  her  home  one 
and  one-half  miles  west  of  Rantoul,  awaiting  the 
arrival  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Ed  Drennan  of  Etna, 
who  in  company  with  her  brother,  John,  had  just  come 
into  view  in  the  distance.  Her  death  was  due  to 
heart  trouble.  A number  of  her  children  had  planned 
to  spend  the  Fourth  at  home,  and  the  time  of  anti- 
cipated pleasure  was  thus  turned  into  mourning.  Her 
death  removes  one  of  the  best  known  of  the  older  resi 
dents,  and  the  loving  mother  of  a family  of  sterling 
worth . 

Isabel  Engle  was  born  Nov.  2,  1 83I  , in  Vinton 
County,  Ohio;  was  married  to  Daniel  Evans,  March  2, 

1 8I4.8 , in  the  same  county  in  which  she  was  born.  She 
is  the  mother  of  twelve  children,  eight  sons  and  four 
daughters.  One  son  died  in  infancy,  and  one  daughter 
who  was  the  wife  of  John  Campbell,  died  at  the  age 
of  28  years.  Mrs.  Evans  has  one  brother  and  a sister 
living  in  Ohio,  and  one  brother,  William  Engle,  liv- 
ing in  Rantoul.  She,  with  her  husband,  moved  from 
Ohio  to  Condit  Township,  Champaign  County,  in  1866, 
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where  they  resided  until  1891,  when  they  moved  to 
their  farm  in  this  Township,  where  she  died. 

She  and  her  husband  united  with  the  Christian 
Church  at  Rantoul  about  three  years  ago.  She  leaves 
to  mourn  her  loss,  her  husband,  seven  sons,  and  three 
daughters,  with  forty  grandchildren  and  three  great 
grandchildren.  The  surviving  children  are  G.  R. 
Evans,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Drennan,  and  J.  H.  Evans,  of  Dewey, 
W.  F.  Evans  living  near  Rantoul,  and  J.  W.  Evans  at 
home;  S.  H.  Evans  of  Shelbyville,  Mrs.  Ed  Drennan 
of  Etna,  Dr.  C.  A.  Evans  of  Bluffs,  111.,  H.  H. 

Evans  and  Mrs . John  Yankee  of  Ludlow.  All  were 
present  at  the  funeral. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  at  the  home  west 
of  Rantoul,  on  Wednesday  morning,  July  5,  at  1 0 
o'clock.  Rev.  Charles  Bloom,  pastor  of  the  Christian 
Church,  preached  a touching  sermon  from  the  words, 

"So  He  giveth  His  beloved  sleep."  A very  large 
company  gathered  for  the  funeral.  The  remains  were 
interred  in  a vault  at  the  new  cemetery.  (Maple- 
wood Cemetery) ( From  an  old  newspaper  clipping) 


Daniel  died  on  April  27,  1913,  after  a lingering  ill- 
ness, during  which  time  he  was  cared  for  by  his  daughter, 

I dona . 


DANIEL  EVANS  DIED  SUNDAY  MORNING-WAS  86  YEARS  OLD 

Daniel  Evans  of  near  Ludlow  died  Sunday  morning, 
April  27.  He  was  born  in  Vinton  County,  Ohio,  Octo- 
ber 18,1826.  He  grew  to  manhood  in  that  county  and 
was  married  on  March  2,  1 8I4.8 , to  Isabel  Engle.  To 
this  union  were  born  twelve  children,  8 boys  and  14. 
girls,  nine  of  whom  survive.  The  deceased  children 
being  Ezra,  who  died  in  infancy;  Mrs.  Eliza  Drennan 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Campbell. 

The  surviving  children  are:  Geo.  R.,  of  Dewey; 

John  W.  and  Wm.  F.,  of  Rantoul;  Joseph  of  Dewey; 
Sylvester  H.,  of  Shelbyville;  Charles  A.,  of  Bluffs, 
111.,  Howard  H.,  of  Ludlow,  and  Mrs.  Ed  Drennan, 
of  Aetna,  111.,  and  Mrs.  John  Yankee,  of  Ludlow. 
Forty-five  grandchildren  and  23  great  grandchildren 
also  survive.  His  wife  and  companion  died  in  July 

1905. 


Mr.  and  Mrs . Evans  moved  from  Ohio  to  Condit 
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Township  in  1866,  where  they  resided  until  1 91 1 , 
when  they  moved  to  the  home  place  near  RantoulT 

He  confessed  Christ  as  his  Savior  and  became 
a member  of  the  Christian  Church  in  Rantoul  in  May 
1902,  under  the  pastorage  of  A.  R.  Spocer.  One  of 
the  things  in  his  life  in  which  he  took  great  pride 
was  the  fact  that  he  had  reared  seven  sons  and  not 
one  of  them  became  a drunkard. 

The  grandsons  acted  as  pall-bearers  at  the 
funeral.  (From  an  old  newspaper)  (Burial  at  Maple- 
wood Cemetery,  Rantoul,  111.) 


Daniel's  handwritten  Will  was  made  July  27,  1906;  and 
duly  proved  and  admitted  to  probate  by  the  County  Court  of 
Champaign  County,  Illinois,  on  June  28,  1913: 


WILL  OF  DANIEL  EVANS 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I,  Daniel  Evans,  of 
the  town  of  Condit,  County  of  Champaign,  and  State 
of  Illinois,  being  of  sound  mind  and  memory,  and 
considering  the  uncertainties  of  life,  do  there- 
fore make,  publish  and  declare  this  to  be  my  last 
will  nd  testament,  hereby  revoking  all  former  wills 
by  me  made . 

First:  I order  and  direct  my  executor  herein- 

after named  to  pay  all  my  just  debts  and  funeral  ex- 
penses as  soon  after  my  death  as  conveniently  may  be. 

Second:  It  is  my  will  that  all  sums  of  money 

heretofore  given  by  me  to  my  children  be  retained  by 
them,  and  that  they  be  not  required  to  account  for 
the  principal  or  interest  of  any  such  sums. 

Third:  I give  and  bequeath  unto  each  of  the 

children  of  my  daughter,  Mary  Campbell,  deceased,  who 
may  be  surviving  at  my  death  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Dollars .

Daniel  Evans  can  be  remembered  as  being  a man  of 
physical  strength,  endurance,  courage,  and  determination. 

He  told  of  doing  farm  chores,  walking  four  miles  cutting, 
splitting  and  piling  a cord  of  wood,  and  walking  four  miles 
back  home  and  doing  the  evening  chores  --  all  for  one  dollar! 
He  always  wore  blue  trousers,  and  his  whits  shirts  were 
made  by  Isabel.  Isabel  should  be  noted  for  raising  a large 
family,  being  cook,  housekeeper,  seamstress,  emergency  doctor. 
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and  making  tallow  candles ; all  of  this  added  to  their  many 
moves . 

Minnie  Thelander  wrote  in  1961  that  Daniel  didn't  like 
a German  or  a Democrat. 

Note:  Will  Engle,  who  grew  to  6'4"  tall,  wore  size  13 

shoes,  was  a carpenter  by  trade;  he  married  "Aunt  Mary", 
who  was  only  5'  tall,  after  going  with  her  for  25  years.

Funeral  services  for  John  W.  Evans,  former 
highly  respected  resident  of  Rantoul,  whose  death 
occurred  Thursday  afternoon  (September  28,  1933) 
at  the  home  of  his  brother.  Dr.  C.  A.  Evans,  at 
Bluffs,  111.  Services  were  held  Sunday  afternoon 
at  2:30  o'clock  at  the  Leonard  Funeral  parlors, 
with  Rev.  E.  R.  Berry,  pastor  of  the  Christian 
Church,  in  charge.  Burial  was  made  in  Maplewood 
Cemeter.  (Note:  Services  and  burial  both  in 

Rantoul,  111.) 

The  deceased  who  was  over  80  years  of  age, 
was  a bachelor  and  made  his  home  with  his  brother. 
Dr.  Evans.  He  is  survived  by  the  following  brothers 
and  sisters:  Mrs.  John  Yankee,  Alma,  Mich.,  W.  F. 

Evans,  of  Rantoul;  James  Evans,  Dewey;  S.  H.  Evans, 
of  Shelby ville;  and  Dr.  Evans,  of  Bluffs.  (From 
an  old  newspaper  clipping,  believed  to  be  the 
Rantoul  Press.) 


John  Evans  and  his  nephew,  Lee  Evans,  built  the  home 
for  Daniel  Evans  and  his  wife,  along  Route  136,  west  of 
Rantoul,  that  eventually  became  the  home  of  William  F. 

Evans  and  his  wife;  and  later  that  of  their  daughter,  Hazel 
E.  Webster.  That  home  was  moved  to  the  farm  of  Harold 
Schlensker,  east  of  Rantoul.

WILLIAM  FRANK  EVANS 


When  William  F.  Evans  was  27  years  of  age,  he  married 
Miss  Sarah  Bell  Rider  on  December  31,  1882,  in  Hodgeman 
County,  Kansas.  Mrs.  Evans  was  born  20  miles  west  of 
Detroit,  the  only  child  of  Jason  L.  and  Mary  (Forshee) 

Rider,  natives  of  Michigan.  She  was  well  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  Michigan  and  at  the  age  of  23  she  joined 
her  father  in  Kansas  where  he'd  moved  after  her  mother's 
death  because  of  loneliness  of  a broken  home.  While  in 
Kansas,  she  met  Mr.  Evans,  who,  in  I876,  had  gone  out  to 
the  western  counties  with  his  brother,  John,  to  take  up  a 
homestead. 

They  had  youth,  enthusiasm  and  industry,  though  Mrs. 
Evans  suffered  much  from  ill  health  after  the  birth  of 
their  son,  Frank  Lee,  on  December  1 14.,  1881+. 

For  10  years  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Evans  struggled  with  the  ad- 
verse conditions  of  life  in  western  Kansas.  Nearly  all  the 
experiences  that  the  pioneers  in  western  Kansas  endured 
were  a portion  of  the  life  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Evans.  There 
were  droughts,  hot  winds,  crop  failures,  and  prairie  fires. 

From  the  Brown  Grove  Township,  Pawnee  County,  Kansas, 
Census  of  1885: 

William  F.  Evans,  Sarah  B.  Evans,  Frank  Lee 
Evans,  and  John  Evans  (single)  at  same  residence; 

5 acres  in  corn,  10  acres  in  sorghum,  10  acres  in 
millet  and  hungrain,  I4.  horses,  35  milch  cows,  27 
other  cattle,  3 other  cattle,  $1+0  value  of  animals 
slaughtered  year  ending  March  1,  1 881+j  one  dog. 

Probably  every  acre  of  sorghum  planted  this 
spring  is  for  feed  and  that  only;  220  males  and 
females  in  Township.  School  teacher  paid  $25~$35 
per  month;  land  prices  in  1881+,  $l+-$6  per  acre. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Evans  lived  in  stock-raising  country,  and 
Mr.  Evans  acquired  a large  head  of  cattle,  but  he  lost  most 
of  it  during  the  great  blizzard  of  1886.  Although  there 
is  no  record  of  their  personal  hardships  and  suffering  dur- 
ing the  great  blizzard,  one  can  only  imagine  their  struggle 
for  survival  with  a one  year  old  baby;  and  had  sufficient 
energy  and  ambition  to  work  at  building  up  their  stock  again. 

A daughter.  Hazel  Belle,  was  born  to  them  on  August  5* 
I887.  Mrs.  Evans  suffered  a severe  injury  to  one  of  her 
feet  as  the  result  of  holding  some  horses  while  William  F. 
was  shooting  some  injured  stock;  and  about  that  time  Mr.

Evans  decided  to  sell  his  stock  in  order  that  he  might  have 
more  time  to  wait  on  his  wife.  When  the  stock  was  sold  he 
put  the  money  in  the  bank.  Then  came  the  year  of  panic  and 
hard  times  of  1893  --  the  year  of  woe,  poverty,  suffering, 
high  interest  rates,  low  prices  for  grain,  etc.  — and  the 
treasurer  of  the  bank  absconded  with  all  the  money,  includ* 
ing  Mr.  Evans'  hard  won  savings. 

It  was  about  this  time  that  the  second  prairie  fire 
swept  over  their  land.  It  started  about  15  miles  farther  up 
the  Pawnee  River  from  their  land,  and  by  the  time  it  reached 
the  Evans  land  it  was  about  10  miles  in  length,  roaring  and 
leaping  before  the  fierce  wind  that  drove  it  onward.  Al- 
though the  settlers  strived  to  battle  the  flames,  it  was  of 
no  use  for  the  angry  flames  could  not  be  checked  in  their 
race  across  the  prairie.  All  of  their  buildings  were  burned 
except  the  house  and  cattle  shed,  and  many  of  their  horses 
and  sheep  were  lost. 

Prospects  were  so  discouraging  that  they  decided  to  sell 
their  Kansas  interests  and  return  to  Illinois,  where  Mr. 
Evans'  parents  had  long  been  waiting  for  a visit.  For  the 
return  journey,  Mr.  Evans  fitted  up  a wagon  into  the  model 
of  the  old  type  of  prairie  schooner.  In  this  way,  he,  his 
wife,  9 year  old  son  and  6 year  old  daughter,  made  provi- 
sions to  live  as  comfortably  as  possible  during  their  jour- 
ney, and  they  spent  5^  days  on  the  return  trip.  They  slept 
in  the  wagon,  never  once  in  a house,  and  finally  arrived  at 
Mr.  Evans'  old  home  in  Champaign  County,  Illinois.  Mr. 

Evans'  parents  would  not  listen  to  any  thought  of  their  re- 
turning to  Kansas  and  nothing  would  do  but  they  must  try 
farm  life  in  Illinois;  so,  for  one  or  two  years,  he  rented 
a farm  near  Dewey,  later  farmed  for  his  father,  and  finally 
was  able  to  purchase  the  beautiful  1 60  acre  farm,  named 
Maple  Hill  Farm,  miles  west  of  Rantoul . This  land  is 
still  in  the  family,  being  owned  by  Paul  Evans,  a grandson 
of  William  F.  Evans. 

In  Champaign  County,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Evans  were  fortunate 
in  having  superior  educational  advantages  for  their  children. 
The  son  and  daughter  completed  the  course  of  the  eighth 
grade  and  afterward  were  students  in  the  Rantoul  High  School, 
where  they  graduated.  The  son  took  the  agricultural  course 
at  the  University  of  Illinois  and  became  a practical  and 
scientific  farmer  on  a place  adjoining  his  father.  The 
daughter,  Hazel  Belle,  after  graduating  from  the  Rantoul 
High  School,  became  a very  successful  teacher.  She  taught 
two  years  in  the  Hyde  School,  also  at  Union  Center  School, 
and  her  unusual  qualifications  caused  the  school  board  to 
omplo.y  her  to  teach  the  higher  courses  in  the  district 
school,  and  thus  3he  afforded  the  pupils  the  opportunity  of 
carrying  on  high  school  work  in  a common  school. 


After  their  children  were  out  of  high  school,  William 
P.  and  Sarah  took  a trip,  by  wagon,  back  to  Kansas,  through 
Colorado,  and  returned  by  way  of  Michigan. 

The  year  1926  was  filled  with  sorrow.  Sarah  Bell 
Evans  died  July  27th  of  cardiac  dilitation;  and  Mr.  Evans' 
son-in-law,  Ed  Webster,  was  killed  in  an  automobile  acci- 
dent. Hazel  Webster  and  her  five  children  moved  in  with 
her  father  at  his  home.

Mrs.  Sarah  Bell  Evans,  aged  66,  wife  of  W.  F. 
Evans  and  mother  of  Lee  F.  Evans  and  Mrs.  Hazel 
Webster,  died  Tuesday  evening  at  8 o'clock  at  their 
"Cloverdale"  farm,  one  and  one-half  miles  west  of 
Rantoul,  following  a lingering  illness. 

She  had  been  in  failing  health  for  the  past 
f 3w  years, yet  her  death  came  as  a shock  to  the 
immediate  family  and  her  relatives  and  friends  who 
were  scattered  far  and  wide. 

The  funeral  services  will  be  held  Thursday 
afternoon  at  the  home  at  2:30  o'clock,  with  Rev. 
Starr  of  Pittsfield,  111.,  officiating.  Inter- 
ment will  be  in  Maplewood  Cemetery,  one  mile  north 
of  Rantoul. 

The  pallbearers  will  be  Henry  Baker,  Charles 
Jones,  Paul  Phillips,  Frank  Webster,  Charles 
Hefferan,  and  Henry  Schlensker. 

For  thirty-three  years,  she  had  resided  in 
north  Champaign  County,  coming  here  with  her  hus- 
band in  1893  from  a farm  near  Burdette,  Kans . , 
where  they  had  lived  for  ten  years  following  their 
marriage  in  Hodgner  county,  Kans.,  on  January.  1, 

1 883. 

She  was  a daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  L.  Rider, 
being  born  near  Detroit,  Mich.,  on  May  28,  i860. 

Her  mother  died  when  she  was  but  two  years  old,  her 
father  moving  later  to  Kansas,  she  remaining  with 
her  father  until  her  marriage  to  Mr.  Evans. 

Upon  arrival  in  Champaign  county  in  1893,  they 
first  occupied  the  Joe  Drennan  farm  south  of  Dewey. 
One  year  later  they  moved  to  the  farm  where  the  son. 
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Lee  Evans,  now  resides.  Thirteen  years  ago,  they 
moved  to  their  "Cloverdale"  farm,  a short  distance 
west  of  Rantoul. 

Besides  the  husband,  daughter  and  son,  she 
leaves  a half-sister  and  a host  of  relatives  and 
friends  to  mourn  her  departure.  (Prom  an  old 
newspaper  clipping.) 

Dick,  as  William  F.  Evans  was  called,  never  learned  to 
drive  a car,  although  he  would  consent  to  ride  in  one  of 
the  "dang  fool  things!"  To  maintain  a certain  amount  of 
independence  in  his  later  years,  he  bought  a beautiful, 
black  mare,  named  Bird,  and  a buggy  for  his  mode  of  trans- 
portation to  check  on  the  crops  during  cultivation,  plant- 
ing, growing  and  harvesting  times.  His  hearing  was  di- 
minishing with  the  years,  but  Bird  was  a reliable  horse, 
alert  to  the  motor  traffic,  and  safely  picked  her  way  on 
these  journeys. 

After  suffering  through  the  year  long  illness  and 
eventual  death  of  his  son,  Lee,  in  1935;  and  having  wit- 
nessed the  long,  lingering  illnesses  of  so  many  of  his 
brothers  and  sisters,  when  Dick  got  a bad  cold  during  the 
spring  of  1939  he  must  have  thought  he  was  due  for  a long 
seige  of  illness  whereby  he  would  become  totally  dependent 
upon  his  widowed  daughter.  Hazel,  and  his  widowed  daughter- 
in-law,  Mina  (who  had  recently  undergone  serious,  major 
surgery),  and  apparently  felt  his  family  had  enough  respon- 
sibilities, so  he  took  his  own  life  on  July  1,  1939. 


W.  F.  EVANS,  83  DIES  OF  GUNSHOT  WOUND  FRIDAY 

Resident  Of  Community  For  Half  Century 
Buried  Here  Sunday  Afternoon 

Was  "Too  Much  In  Pain" 

W.  F.  Evans,  83,  resident  of  the  Rantoul 
Community  for  nearly  a half  century,  was  found 
dead  at  6:30  o'clock  Friday  morning  in  the  yard 
of  his  daughter's  home,  a mile  and  a half  west 
of  Rantoul,  with  a gunshot  wound  in  his  head. 

An  inquefet  was  held  Friday  evening  and  the 
jury  decided  that  Mr.  Evans  shot  himself  in  the 
forehead  with  a shotgun  which  was  found  beside 
the  body.  Chief  point  in  the  testimony  at  the 
inquest  was  a note,  written  by  Mr.  Evans.  The. 
note  read:  "am  in  too  much  pain  to  live,  so  will 

try  to  end  it  all  with  a flash.  There  is  no  one 
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to  write.  Goodbye  everyone.  I will  not  be  missed 
after  the  shock  is  over.” 

Paul  Evans,  grandson  of  the  dead  man,  testified 
that  he  discovered  the  body  seated  on  a bench  in  the 
yard.  Young  Evans,  who  lives  near  Mrs.  Hazel  Webster, 
with  whom  Mr.  Evans  made  his  home,  comes  to  the  farm 
each  day  to  work. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  2 o'clock  Sunday 
afternoon  from  the  Webster  home,  with  Rev.  E.  R. 

Berry,  pastor  of  the  Rantoul  Christian  Church,  offi- 
ciating. Interment  was  made  in  Maplewood  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Evans  was  born  May  26,  1866,  in  Ohio,  the 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dan  Evans.  He  was  one  of  thir- 
teen children.  The  family  moved  to  the  state  of 
Kansas  when  he  was  five  years  of  age.  He  was  married 
in  Kansas  to  Sarah  Rider  in  1881  and  they  moved  to 
the  Rantoul  community  ip8  years  ago.  He  was  a farmer. 
After  the  death  of  his  wife  in  1926,  Mr.  Evans  made 
his  home  with  his  daughter.  (From  old  newspaper 
clipping--note  discrepancy  concerning  Kansas.) 

Besides  his  daughter,  he  also  leaves  two  brothers, 
Joseph  Evans,  Rantoul;  and  Thomas  Evans,  Shelby ville. 
One  son,  Lee  Evans,  died  in  1935-  He  also  leaves  eight 
grandchildren  and  four  great  grandchildren. 

Out  of  town  relatives  and  friends  attending  the

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Dick  Evans,  during  his  lifetime,  never  once  went  to  a 
barber  shop.  As  he  and  his  brothers  were  growing  up  they 
cut  each  other's  hair.  When  his  son,  Lee,  was  old  enough 
he  cut  his  father's  hair;  and  in  his  later  years  his  daughter. 
Hazel,  and  his  grandson,  Paul,  did  the  barbering. 

In  politics,  Mr.  Evans  was  liberal  in  his  views  and 
believed  in  voting  for  principles  instead  of  for  party. 
However,  he  long  threw  the  weight  of  his  influence  on  the 
side  of  temperance  and  looked  forward  to  the  date,  within 
his  own  lifetime,  when  nation-wide  temperance  would  be  a 
reality. 

I was  only  six  when  my  grandmother  died,  but  I remember 
her  as  being  a person  who  did  beautiful  embroidery,  applique 
and  other  handiwork;  but,  best  of  all,  I remember  her 
wonderfully  big,  enjoyable  scrapbook  of  interesting,  color- 
ful pictures  she'd  cut  from  magazines  and  pasted  into  a 
large,  fabric  sample  catalog. 

As  to  my  grandfather,  I remember  him  best  as  sitting 
out  under  one  of  the  large  maple  trees,  whittling  on  a 
piece  of  wood  or  small  tree  branch,  as  he  whistled  a merry 
little  tune.  Another  fond  remembrance  of  him  was  how  he 
would  finally  give  permission  to  me  and  Gladys  Webster  (my 
cousin)  to  saddle  up  old  Bird  and  ride  her,  when  we  all 
knew  that  we  would  ride  her  at  a full  gallop  and  Grandpa 
would  have  trouble  keeping  her  to  a trot  when  he  hitched 
her  up  to  the  buggy  again.  (Geil  Evans  Butler,  1973)

He  took 
some  classes  in  agricultural  at  the  University  of  Illinois 
and  farmed  with  his  father. 

On  April  29,  1908,  he  married  Mina  Elsie  Webster,  who 
was  born  May  22,  I883,  in  Delavin,  Tazewell  County,  Illinois, 
the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Mary  B;  Webster.

Miss  Mina  E.  Webster  and  Mr.  Frank  Lee  Evans 
were  united  in  the  holy  bonds  of  matrimony  at  the 
home  of  the  bride's  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  B. 
Webster,  four  miles  southwest  of  this  city,  at 
5 o'clock  Wednesday  evening.  The  groom  is  the  son 
of  Mr . and  Mrs  . Richard  Evans  . 

The  bridal  procession,  formed  of  six  brides- 
maids, marched  to  the  strain  of  "Hearts  and  Flowers" 
played  by  Miss  Hazel  Evans,  to  an  arch  of  smilax 
and  wedding  bells,  the  color  scheme  being  green  and 
white.

The  bride  has  taught  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  county  the  past  four  years 
and  was  a successful  instructor.  The  groom  is  an 
honest  and  industrious  young  man  of  quiet  disposition. 

The  happy  pair  will  reside  on  the  Daniel  Evans 
farm,  west  of  town.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Evans  will  be  at 
home  after  June  1 .

Lee  was  a progressive  young  farmer;  and  he  and  the 
neighboring  farmers  worked  together  at  harvest  time  to  get 
the  crops  out.  He  always  seemed  to  be  the  one  to  work  on 
the  haystacks,  stacking  the  straw;  or  in  the  hayloft  to 
stash  the  hay;  or  tying  the  bales  as  they  went  through  the 
baler.  During  1934  he  began  noticing  a hoarseness  in  his 
throat  that  seemed  to  get  more  and  more  persistent  until  he 
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was  'unable  to  speak  much  above  a whisper.  He  had  a check- 
up with  a local  doctor,  who  diagnosed  it  as  probably  being 
a small  piece  of  straw  stuck  in  his  windpipe.  There  seemed 
to  be  no  medication  that  would  cure  him;  so  he  and  Mina  made 
a trip  to  Mayo  Brothers  Clinic  in  Minnesota;  and  on  to 
another  famous  clinic  in  Boston,  Mass.  The  only  cure  they 
recommended  was  surgery  with  removal  of  the  vocal  cords. 

This  was  shattering  news  to  Lee  and  Mina.  But,  before  taking 
such  a drastic  step,  they  made  one  more  trip,  to  the  Michael 
Reese  Hospital,  in  Chicago,  where  it  was  suggested  Lee  re- 
main and  take  radium  treatments.  He  had  to  spend  several 
months  in  Chicago  taking  the  radium,  but  was  permitted  to 
return  to  his  home  for  Christmas  of  1931+-  His  throat  was 
covered  from  ear  to  ear  with  an  ugly  scab.  He'd  lost  a lot 
of  weight  and  strength,  and  had  to  return  to  the  hospital 
in  Chicago,  where  his  health  continued  to  fail,  until  they 
had  to  operate  to  put  a tube  into  his  stomach  to  feed  him 
because  his  throat  was  so  swollen  he  couldn't  eat.  He  had 
lost  so  much  weight  and  strength  that  he  didn't  survive  the 
surgery,  and  passed  away  April  22,  1935* 


A PROMINENT  FARMER,  F.  L.  EVANS, 

SUCCUMBS  IN  CHICAGO  HOSPITAL 

Funeral  Services  Held  Wednesday  Afternoon 
For  Widely  Known  Man  of  County 

Burial  at  Maplewood 

F.  Lee  Evans,  one  of  the  most  prominent  farmers 
of  this  community,  living  two  and  one-half  miles  west 
of  Rantoul,  was  extended  his  last  respects,  although 
he  will  be  long  remembered  for  what  he  had  done,  at 
funeral  services  held  Wednesday  afternoon  at  2:30 
o'clock  at  the  Rantoul  Christian  Church.  Prior  to 
these  services,  a short  observance  of  respect  was 
held  at  his  home  at  2 o'clock. 

Rev.  E.  R.  Berry,  pastor  of  the  Christian  Church, 
officiated  at  the  services,  and  internment  was  made 
at  the  Maplewood  Cemetery.  A quartet  of  Mrs.  Herschel 
Keal,  Mrs.  Frank  Martin,  Lou  Neal  and  George  Williamson 
sang  at  the  services. 

The  deceased,  son  of  W.  F.  Evans  and  Sarah  Evans, 
was  born  December  llqj  i 801_|_ , near  Burdette,  Pawnee 
County,  Kansas.  He  passed  away  at  1 o'clock  Monday, 
morning  at  the  Michael  Reese  Hospital,  Chicago,  Illinois, 
following  a several  months  illness  with  a throat  infec- 
tion. He  had  entered  the  hospital  several  days  ago 
for  treatment . 


On  April  29,  1908,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Nina 
Webster,  of  Rantoul . He  was  a graduate  of  the  Rantoul 
Township  High  School  in  the  class  of  1 904  and  taught 
in  the  grade  school  for  two  years.  For  several  years 
he  took  special  work  at  the  University  of  Illinois  in 
agricultural . 

He  was  widely  known  for  his  work  in  the  Champaign 
County  Farm  Bureau  and  was  quite  active  in  the  Rantoul 
unit.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 

He  professed  his  faith  in  Christ  at  an  early  age 
and  was  baptized  and  became  a member  of  the  local 
Christian  Church.  He  was  a splendid  type  of  manhood 
and  his  friends  were  numbered  by  those  who  knew  him.

In  respect  to  this  esteemed  man  of  the  community, 
all  Rantoul  business  and  professional  institutions 
closed  during  the  hour  of  the  funeral  services.

Although  she'd  had  major 
surgery  (colostony)  prior  to  moving  to  Rantoul  she  continued 
to  do  her  own  work,  including  papering  and  painting  her 
home,  until  her  sudden  death  on  April  2 Ip,  1949.

CST 
of  a heart  attack  in  her  home . She  had  been  in  poor 
health  for  several  years  and  had  been  under  the  doctor's 
care  but  had  not  been  bedfast.

LETA  JUNE  EVANS,  first  child  of  Lee  and  Mina  Evans,  was 
born  on  June  16,  1909,  at  the  farm  home  near  Rantoul,  Illinois. 
She  attended  eight  years  at  Union  Center  School,  a country 
school  about  2lg  miles  from  their  home;  and  the  Rantoul 
Township  High  School,  from  which  she  graduated  in  1928.  After 
High  School  she  was  a student  at  the  University  of  Illinois 
for  years,  majoring  in  Home  Economics. 

She  received  her  teacher's  certificate  and  taught 
school  a short  time.  On  August  20,  1932,  June  was  married 
to  Henry  (Hank)  Kenneth  Hadler  (born  October  10,  1 9OI4.,  in 
Champaign  County,  Illinois,  a son  of  Arthur  and  Rose  Hadler). 
They  had  a lovely  garden  wedding  at  her  parents'  home. 

Maple  Hill  Farm,  Rantoul,  Illinois.  Rev.  E.  R.  Berry,  pastor 
of  the  Christian  Church,  Rantoul,  performed  the  ceremony. 

Lee  Evans,  June's  father,  designed  and  built  a small 
home  for  June  and  Hank  adjoining  the  home  place,  and  Lee 
turned  over  the  dairy  business  to  them,  which  they  operated 
for  two  or  three  years.  Hank  rented  a farm  west  of  Rantoul, 
where  he  farmed  for  several  years;  then  they  bought  a home 
and  moved  to  Rantoul  during  which  time  Hank  was  employed 
at  the  Post  Office.  After  Mr.  Arthur  Hadler's  death,  June 
and  Hank  sold  the  Rantoul  residence  and  they  moved  to  Hank's 
parents'  home  near  Dewey,  Illinois,  where  they  farmed  until 

1965. 


Besides  being  busy  as  a wife  and  mother,  June  enjoyed 
sewing  and  embroidery  work;  was  a faithful,  active  member 
of  the  Fisher  Christian  Church;  served  as  a substitute 
teacher  in  the  Dewey,  Fisher  and  Rantoul  schools;  a lp-H 
leader;  member  of  the  Champaign  County  Advisory  Board  of 
Cancer  Society;  Champaign  County  Health  Association;  Fisher 
Women's  Club,  Community  Fair  Horse  Show  and  Home  Bureau; 
and  the  Pythian  Sisters  of  Rantoul. 

June  was  diabetic,  which  was  controlled  by  insulin. 

On  the  evening  of  June  10,  1965,  while  attending  a Sunday 
School  dinner  at  the  Redwood  Inn,  Rantoul,  Illinois,  she 
suffered  a fatal  heart  attack  and  died  at  8:30  p.m.  en 
route  to  a Champaign  hospital.  Services  were  held  at  Lux 
Memorial  Chapel,  Rantoul,  with  Rev.  David  Pieratt  of  the 
Church  of  Christ,  Fisher,  Illinois,  officiating;  with 
burial  at  Maplewood  Cemetery,  Rantoul,  Illinois. 

June  and  Hank  had  the  following  children:

He  attended  Union  Center,  a country  school,  for  six 
years;  completing  seventh  and  eighth  grades  at  Rahtoul 
Grade  School;  graduated  from  Rantoul  Township  High  School  in 
193^.  He  played  football  in  high  school,  but  injured  a 
knee  cap  that  bothered  him  for  several  years.  After  gradu- 
ation from  high  school,  he  and  two  friends  (Glenn  Crane  and 
Ernest  Gehrt)  took  a tent  and  toured  some  of  the  northern 
states  and  Canada.

The  third  and  last  child  of  Lee  and  Mina  Evans  was  a 
daughter  born  at  home  on  September  11+,  1920.  This  was  the 
last  date  an  entry  was  made  in  Lee's  diary  and  it  simply 
stated  he  made  sorghum  and  Mina  gave  birth  to  an  8 pound 
baby  girl  they  named  Helen  Geil. 

When  it  was  time  for  Geil  to  start  to  school,  Lee  and 
Mina  decided  to  pay  tuition  and  send  her  and  Paul  to  the 
Rantoul  Elementary  Grade  School,  since  June  was  in  high 
school  and  Paul  only  had  two  years  left  of  grade  school. 

Geil  graduated  from  eighth  grade  and  from  the  Rantoul  Town- 
ship High  School.  She'd  had  piano  lessons  from  the  time  she 
was  six  and  was  pianist  for  the  choruses  and  accompanied 
most  of  the  vocal  and  ins trumental  soloists;  and  she  joined 
the  band  when  it  was  organized  in  1932  (playing  clarinet, 
and  substituting  on  the  bass  drum) . She  was  also  pianist 
for  Sunday  School  and  church  services  of  the  Rantoul  Christian 
Church  for  many  years,  and  taught  primary  class  in  Sunday 
school.  She  was  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  high  school  plays, 
was  an  active  sports  fan,  and  was  a member  of  a 5-piece 
Little  German  Band  which  played  at  all  of  the  school  sports 
events.  Also,  during  her  junior  and  senior  years  in  high 
school,  she  drove  the  milk  truck  and  delivered  milk  to  the 
residents  of  Rantoul  before  and  after  school. 

Upon  graduation  from  high  school,  she  entered  the  Barry 
Castle  School  of  Business  Training  in  Champaign,  Illinois. 

Due  to  a severe  flu  epidemic  that  winter,  she  had  the  oppo- 
tunity  to  fill  vacancies  at  various  places  of  business,  work- 
ing for  25$zf  an  hour,  and  thereby  gained  a broader  education, 
and  received  her  diploma  in  less  time  than  the  usual  course 
of  s tudy . 

In  the  spring  of  1939  she  began  working  in  the  Quarter- 
master Office  at  Chanute  Field,  Rantoul,  111.,  "under  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's  PWA  program;  took  the  Government  Civil 
Service  exam  and  was  awarded  a permanent  civil  service  rating. 
During  this  time  she  cared  for  her  mother  after  major  surgery 
and,  when  her  mother  had  recuperated  and  bought  a home  in 
Rantoul,  she  and  her  mother  moved  to  I4.1 5>  East  Sangamon  in  191+0. 

While  working  at  Chanute,  she  met  and  married  William 
Gerald  Butler  (born  February  6,  1916,  the  only  son  of  Clifford 
Farr  Butler  and  Bertha  Howard  Butler) . Bill  was  an  Army 
Sergeant  and  in  those  days  Sergeants  were  not  permitted  to 
marry  without  the  permission  of  the  First  Sergeant,  Squadron 
Commander  and  the  Base  Commander.  Having  obtained  military 
permission,  Bill  and  Geil  eloped  and  were  married  at  St. 
Charles,  Missouri,  on  March  2,  1 91+1  . 
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In  June  1 9l|-1  , Bill  was  transferred  to  Biloxi,  Miss., 
to  help  set  up  Keesler  Field,  as  a new  training  school  for 
the  U.S.  Amy  Air  Corps;  and  Geil  was  transferred  to  Keesler 
in  September  1 91+1  . Goofed  up  paperwork  resulting  in  two  or 
three  months  without  pay  (when  payday  was  only  once  a month), 
trying  to  buy  furniture  for  a 3-room  apartment,  and  making 
payments  on  a car,  all  mixed  with  a little  homesickness, 
made  a rough  beginning  on  a young  couple.  They  saved  their 
pennies , nickels  and  dimes  to  go  home  for  Christmas;  but, 
what  a disappointment  when  all  Christmas  vacations  were  can- 
celled because  Pearl  Harbor  was  bombed  on  December  7,  1 91^  , 
resulting  in  long  hours  of  work  for  both  Bill  and  Geil  as 
they  assisted  in  the  more  rapid  growth  of  Keesler  as  well  as 
supplying  troops  and  planes  to  be  shipped  overseas. 

Bill  assisted  in  the  opening  of  the  training  school  at 
Gulfport,  Miss.;  and  then  their  moving  started!  Tulsa,  Okla., 
for  a year;  Greensboro,  N.C.  for  about  a year;  St.  Louis,  Mo. 
for  a few  months,  until  Geil  became  so  ill  with  her  pregnancy 
and  with  the  uncertainty  of  moving  around,  Bill  moved  her  to 
Rantoul  to  be  with  her  mother  until  he  was  able  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  Chanute  (Rantoul).  They  lived  in  Chapman  Courts 
until  their  daughter,  Bonnie  Lee  (born  December  18,  1 9U-M-,  at 
Mercy  Hospital,  Urbana,  111.)  was  three  months  old.  Again, 
Bill  moved  Geil  and  Bonnie  in  with  Geil's  mother,  and  he  bid 
them  a sad  farewell  as  he  headed  overseas,  destination  un- 
known. (Okinawa) 

Geil  and  Bonnie  lived  with  Geil's  mother  in  Rantoul 
until  Bill's  return  from  overseas,  late  in  January  1 9)4-7 j 
when  he  was  assigned  to  Scott  AFB,  Belleville,  111.  It  was 
several  months  before  Geil  and  Bonnie  could  join  him  at 
Belleville,  as  rental  houses  were  very  scarce,  particularly 
to  people  with  children.  Due  to  the  press  of  high  rent  and 
rising  prices,  Geil  was  forced  to  return  to  work  on  Civil 
Service.  While  living  in  Belleville,  they  were  notified  of 
Mina's  sudden  death  on  April  2l\.,  19I+9. 

Bill  got  his  overseas  orders  again  in  the  winter  of 
194-9;  and,  after  they  made  a quick  trip  to  Florida  to  see 
his  mother,  he  left  from  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  headed  for  Cali- 
fornia by  train,  and  Geil  and  Bonnie  again  returned  to  live 
in  their  home  that  had  been  Mina's.  Geil  became  an  active 
participant  in  school  affairs,  the  Eastern  Star,  and  de- 
signed and  made  many  of  the  costumes  for  the  local  dancing 
school.  Bill  returned  from  overseas  (Korea)  in  1952,  and 
was  fortunate  in  being  assigned  to  Chanute  AFB,  Rantoul, 

111.,  until  the  summer  of  1 954-*  when  he  again  was  shipped 
overseas  for  a tour  with  the  Military  Advisory  Assistance 
Group  in  Japan.  However,  this  time  Geil  and  Bonnie  were 
permitted  to  travel  overseas  and  joined  Bill  in  Tokyo  in 
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November  1 954-j  after  a 1 14.  day  ocean  voyage.  During  their 
tour  in  Japan,  they  lived  in  private  rental  (not  military 
quarters,  but  housing  built  by  the  Japanese  for  renting  to 
Americans),  and  Bonnie  attended  5th  and  6th  grades  on  a 
military  base.  They  enjoyed  much  sight-seeing  and  learning 
about  local  cultures;  suffered  through  earth  quakes  and 
typhoons;  took  lots  of  pictures;  and  stored  up  many  fond 
memories  during  their  sojourn  in  Japan.

(Sarah  Isabel  Evans  Drennan,  Daniel  Evans,  David  Evans, 

Caleb  Evans) 

MAXEY  A.  DRENNAN,  second  child  of  J.  Edward  and  Sarah 
Isabel  Evans  Drennan,  was  born  December  30,  1892,  in 
Champaign  County  (west  of  Rantoul),  Illinois.  He  attended 
the  one  room  grade  school  in  Etna,  Illinois,  after  his 
parents  and  brothers  and  sisters  moved  to  the  farm  one 
mile  south  of  Etna  in  1901 . In  his  diary  he  wrote  on  Tues- 
day, March  1 Lp , 1911,  "I  quit  school  today."  That  would 
mean  he  went  to  grade  school  until  he  was  past  18  years  of 
age,  but  since  there  was  no  high  school  in  Etna  it  was  not 
unusual  for  boys  and  girls  in  those  days  to  continue  in 
grade  school  more  than  8 years.  That  was  the  end  of  his 
formal  schooling,  but  he  was  interested  in  education  and 
served  several  years  on  the  school  board.  He  used  to  pre- 
dict that  some  day  the  small  school  districts  would  be 
consolidated  into  larger  districts  and  Etna  had  a good  chance 
to  become  a larger  school.  His  predictions  came  true  in 
that  the  Buttermilk  school  house,  two  miles  east  of  Etna, 
was  moved  into  Etna  and  joined  to  the  Etna  Building  with  a 
kitchen  in  between  the  two  buildings.  Then  for  a number  of 
years  the  first  four  grades  were  taught  in  the  Buttermilk 
building  and  the  last  four  years  were  taught  in  the  Etna 
school  building,  and  the  children  were  served  a hot  lunch 
at  noon.  Then  in  1961  the  Etna  Grade  School  closed  its 
doors  and  the  children  were  transported  by  bus  to  Neoga. 

Maxey  A.  Drennan  married  Erma  Elnora  Overmyer  at  her 
home  on  March  3,  1915-  Erma  was  a daughter  of  James  Buchanan 
and  Sarah  Elizabeth  Coen  Overmyer;  and  she  was  born  July  9, 

1 894i  on  a farm  north  of  Neooa,  Illinois.  Maxey  and  Erma 
Overmyer  Drennan  lived  in  a tenant  house  on  his  dad’s  farm 
from  1915  until  1918,  when  they  and  their  two  small  children, 
Edith  and  Robert,  moved  to  Paxton,  Illinois,  where  they 
farmed  on  Uncle  Hout  Evans'  farm.  In  1921  they  moved  back 
to  Erma's  home  and  lived  with  her  mother  until  1922  when 
they  moved  into  the  second  house  east  of  the  church  in  Etna, 
Illinois,  where  their  third  child  was  born. 

Maxey  had  given  up  faming  to  work  as  a section  hand 
(paddy)  on  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad.  It  was  about  this 
time  that  tie  railroad  decided  the  long  gradual  slope  from 
Neoga  to  Mattoon  needed  to  be  leveled  as  the  trains  were 
having  trouble  pulling  their  heavy  loads  up  the  hill.  So, 
the  men  and  machinery  built  up  a high  railroad  through 
Etna. 


During  the  depression  years  of  the  30' s,  when  banks 
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all  over  the  country  were  going  busted,  the  folks  in  Etna 
boasted  they  had  a "bank”  that  didn't  bust. 

About  1923  Maxey  and  Erma  moved  again--they  purchased 
a story  and  a half  house  across  the  road  south  from  the 
church.  This  house  had  a kitchen,  dining  room,  living  room 
and  two  bedrooms  on  the  first  floor,  and  two  rooms  plus  an 
unfinished  attic  room  on  the  second  floor.  There  was  a 
porch  on  each  side  of  the  kitchen  and  one  on  the  front 
(north  side)  of  the  house.  The  well  was  located  under  the 
west  porch,  off  the  kitchen,  and  a pitcher  pump  was  in  the 
kitchen.  Whenever  any  work  needed  to  be  done  on  the  well, 
they  had  to  crawl  under  the  west  porch  off  of  the  kitchen 
to  do  the  work.  During  the  coldest  nights  in  the  winter 
they  would  have  to  drain  the  water  from  the  pump  and  then 
prime  the  pump  with  water  the  next  day.  If  they  didn't  do 
this,  the  water  would  freeze  in  the  pipe  between  the  well 
and  the  pump  and  then  they  would  have  more  trouble. 

About  1930,  Maxey 's  Dad  (J.  Edward  Drennan)  told  him 
he  could  rent  the  farm  one  mile  south  of  Etna  if  he  wanted 
to,  so  once  more  Maxey  and  Erma  and  their  children  (four  by 
then)  moved  to  the  farm  where  they  lived  until  1936.  Maxey 
continued  to  work  for  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  and  so 
he  had  a hired  hand  to  help  him,  and  his  only  son,  Robert, 
do  the  farming.  They  farmed  with  horses,  but  it  was  during 
these  years  that  neighboring  farmers  were  beginning  to  use 
tractors  and  get  rid  of  their  horses. 

The  1930's  were  depression  years,  so  work  was  hard  to 
get  and  money  was  scarce.  Many  mornings  Maxey  walked  the 
mile  from  his  home  to  Etna  before  7 A.M.  to  work  on  the 
railroad,  only  to  be  told  "No  work  today,"  so  he'd  walk 
back  home  and  work  on  the  farm  all  day.  Being  on  the  farm 
we  always  had  a garden  in  the  summer  and  we  had  our  own 
chickens,  cows  and  pigs,  so  we  had  plenty  of  meat,  eggs 
and  milk,  and  we  sold  the  excess  eggs  or  traded  them  at 
the  grocery  store  for  other  grocery  items  we  could  not 
raise  (sugar,  flour,  salt,  vinegar,  etc.).  We  separated 
the  milk  and  drank  skim  milk  and  sold  the  cream  to  a 
creamery  in  Neoga. 

About  1936  Maxey  decided  to  quit  farming,  so  he  sold 
his  equipment  and  moved  back  to  the  house  he  owned  in  Etna. 
He  continued  to  work  as  a section  hand  for  the  railroad 
until  he  died  of  cancer  of  the  liver  in  1 95>6  at  the  age  of 
63^  years .

SARAH  EDITH  DRENNAN,  first  child  of  Maxey  A.  and  Erma 
Overmyer  Drennan,  was  born  on  the  J.  Edward  Drennan  farm 
one  mile  south  of  Etna,  on  December  3,  1915*  She  moved  as 
a small  child  to  Paxton  with  her  parents,  where  they  lived 
for  three  years.  She  graduated  from  Etna  grade  school  in 
1931  and  attended  Neoga  Township  High  School  for  three 
years . 

She  has  spent  all  her  life,  except  those  three  years 
when  she  was  a small  child,  in  the  Etna  vicinity  where  she 
was  active  in  the  Methodist  church,  serving  faithfully  for 
over  forty  years  as  the  church  secretary-treasurer.  Her 
only  jobs  away  from  home  have  been  baby  sitting  and  cleaning 
the  church  each  week. 

Early  in  life  she  started  piecing  quilts  and  has  made 
many  lovely  ones.  She  also  learned  to  embroider.  Edith 
was  naturally  left  handed  but,  as  with  most  left-handed 
people,  she  learned  to  do  some  things  right  handed.  Edith 
never  married,  but  has  loved  caring  for  her  many  nieces 
and  nephews. 

Edith  died  very  unexpectedly  about  12:15  A.M.  on 
Saturday,  April  21,  1973  (the  day  before  Easter).  She  had 
not  complained  of  not  feeling  well  nor  being  in  any  pain. 

Her  sister,  Mary  Jane,  was  with  her  at  the  last  and  Edith's 
last  word  was  "No"  when  Mary  Jane  asked  her  if  she  was  in 
any  pain.  Edith  was  planning  to  spade  up  some  garden  and 
get  it  planted  as  soon  as  the  ground  dried  up  so  she  could. 
Also,  she  was  making  plans  for  visiting  a cousin  in  Rantoul, 
Illinois,  in  two  weeks;  was  busy  piecing  a quilt  for  a new 
grand-niece  or  nephew  expected  in  October.  The  cause  of 
her  death  was  unknown  until  the  undertaker,  Joseph  Odell, 
came  to  the  home  to  ask  for  answers  he  needed  to  fill  out 
the  death  certificate  and  he  asked  the  family  if  they  knew 
Edith  had  cancer  of  the  left  breast.  The  family  did  not 
know  this  or  even  suspect  it.  He  said  the  doctor  said  she'd 
had  the  cancer  for  at  least  eight  years  as  the  breast  was 
all  red  and  sore.  Edith  had  never  complained  of  it  hurting 
and  had  never  told  any  one  about  it.  She  seemed  to  think 
only  of  staying  with  her  mother  and  taking  care  of  her. 

Edith,  Mary  Jane  and  Ruth  had  spent  most  of  the  day  Thursday, 
April  19th,  moving  things  down  from  the  upstairs  rooms  in 
the  house  as  they  were  getting  ready  to  go  over  everything 
and  get  the  house  cleaned  out  to  be  torn  down  this  summer.

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ROBERT  MAXEY  DRENNAN 


(Maxey  A.  Drennan,  Sarah  Isabel  Evans  Drennan,  Daniel  Evans, 
David  Evans,  Caleb  Evans) 

ROBERT  MAXEY  DRENNAN,  only  son  of  Maxey  and  Erma 
Overmyer  Drennan,  was  born  March  19,  1917,  on  the  farm  south 
of  Etna.  He  was  still  a baby  when  he  moved  with  his  parents 
and  sister  to  Paxton,  Illinois,  in  1918.  Robert  graduated 
from  the  Etna  Grade  School  in  Etna,  Illinois,  in  1931 > and 
fron  Neoga  Township  High  School  in  1935*  He  either  walked, 
rode  horseback,  or  drove  the  family  car  (a  Model  T enclosed 
sedan  that  started  out  as  a black  car,  but  we  painted  it 
green)  the  four  miles  from  the  farm  to  Neoga  to  attend  high 
school.  There  were  no  big  yellow  school  buses  in  those  days 
to  come  past  his  home  to  pick  him  up  to  take  him  to  school 
and  bring  him  back  home. 

As  Robert  was  growing  up  on  the  farm  he  learned  to  plow 
and  plant  and  harvest  the  crops  and  to  care  for  the  cows, 
horses  and  pigs.  In  high  school  ag  class  he  learned  how  to 
caponize  chickens  so  one  year  the  family  raised  caponized 
chickens.  After  graduation  from  high  school,  Robert  hired 
out  to  work  for  another  man  on  a farm.  Then  he  got  a job 
as  bottle  washer  at  the  Meadow  Gold  Dairy  plant  in  Mattoon 
in  1938  and,  except  for  the  World  War  II  years  when  he 
served  in  the  Army,  he  has  worked  there  continuously  ever 
since.  He  now  (1973)  drives  a truck  and  delivers  milk  to 
stores  and  schools  in  surrounding  areas. 

Robert  answered  the  draft  call  cy  Uncle  Bam  in  March 
1 9)4-1  and  just  about  had  his  year  of  service  completed  when 
the  Japanese  struck  at  Pearl  Harbor  on  December  7,  1914-1, 
plunging  the  United  States  into  the  war.  h©  was  in  the 
service  from  1 91+1  until  the  war  ended  in  1914-5*  He  arrived 
back  home  safely  on  December  26,  19(4-5*  During  the  years  he 
was  in  the  service  he  received  credit  for  working  for 
Meadow  Gold  and  upon  his  return  home  he  was  given  a job 
there  again.  Robert  served  as  a military  policeman  in  the 
Army.  He  received  his  training  at  Fort  Riley,  Kansas,  Camp 
Boulder,  Nevada,  and  Presidio,  California.  He  was  sent  to 
Leyte,  Okinawa,  and  other  islands  in  the  Pacific. 

On  June  23,  19(j-6,  Robert  married  Margaret  Bnmalee  Davis 
Sweeney.  She  worked  in  the  office  of  the  Meadow  Gold  Com- 
pany plant  in  Mattoon.  They  were  married  in  the  Faith 
Baptist  Church  in  Mattoon  by  Rev.  Dale  Oliver,  with  Lorene 
Davis  as  maid  of  honor  and  Lawrence  Davis  as  best  man  (they 
are  twin  brother  and  sister  of  Emalee's.)  (Emmalee  was 
born  September  16,  191$  at  Mattoon,  Illinois,  a daughter  of 
Jesse  D.  and  Nettie  G.  VanWey  Davis.  She  married  Mack 
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Sweeney  on  March  4.,  1939,  and  bore  him  two  children--Michael 
and  Kay.  Mack  Sweeney  was  killed  in  Philippine  Islands  on 
January  15,  1942,  during  World  War  II.)  Robert  and  Emmalee 
purchased  a house  at  1217  S.  15th  Street,  Mattoon,  Illinois, 
in  194-6,  an-h  they  are  still  living  there  to  date.  (1973) 

Robert  had  attended  the  Methodist  Church  in  Etna  during 
his  youth,  but  had  never  officially  joined  the  church.  After 
he  was  married  he  joined  the  Faith  Baptist  Church  in  Mattoon, 
where  he  and  his  wife  are  faithful  servants.  Robert  also 
spent  many  summers  as  a J.C.  baseball  coach  while  his  step- 
son and  son  were  growing  up  and  for  several  years  after  they 
were  no  longer  J.C.  age. 

Robert  and  Enmalee  Drennan  are  the  parents  of  one  son, 
who  is  the  only  descendant  of  Maxey  Drennan  to  carry  on  the 
Drennan  name.  Their  son  is:

ROBERT  LEE  (Bobby)  DRENNAN,  was  born  June  13,  19)4-9,  in 
Mattoon  Memorial  Hospital,  Mattoon,  Illinois,  the  only  child 
of  Robert  Maxey  and  Emmalee  Drennan.  Bobby  inherited  a head 
of  red  hair  from  his  grandmother  Drennan  (neither  of  his 
parents  are  red-headed.) 

Bobby  grew  up  in  Mattoon  where  he  graduated  from  high 
school  in  1967-  He  played  J.C.  and  Little  League  baseball 
(Connie  Mack  and  Babe  Ruth),  and  as  he  got  old  enough  he 
worked  at  odd  jobs  to  earn  money.  At  an  early  age  he  was 
interested  in  trees,  so  after  graduation  from  high  school  he 
enrolled  in  the  University  of  Utah  at  Logan,  Utah,  where  he 
started  to  study  forestry.  During  the  summer  months  between 
his  first  and  second,  and  second  and  third  years  of  college, 
he  went  to  California  to  work  in  the  forests.

She  graduated  from 
Utah  State  University  in  1972  with  a degree  in  education  and 
is  a special  education  teacher.)  For  their  first  home,  Bobby 
and  Christinia  purchased  a mobile  home  and  are  living  at 
Sandy,  Utah.

(Maxey  A.  Drennan,  Sarah  Isabel  Evans  Drennan,  Daniel  Evans, 
David  Evans,  Caleb  Evans) 

ELWANDA  JUNE  DRENNAN,  the  third  child  of  Maxey  A.  and 
Erma  Overmyer  Drennan,  was  born  July  13*  1922,  in  the  second 
house  east  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Etna,  Illinois.  She 
moved  with  her  parents,  brother  and  sister  to  the  house  south 
of  the  Church  when  she  was  quite  small.  Elwanda  had  an 
attack  of  yellow  jaundice  before  she  was  six  years  old. 

Elwanda  graduated  from  the  eighth  grade  in  1 93&  from 
the  Etna  one  room  grade  school.  There  were  five  boys  and 
girls  in  her  class.  She  went  to  Charleston,  Illinois,  at 
Eastern  Illinois  State  Normal  College  (now  Eastern  Illinois 
University)  where  grade  school  graduates  from  all  the  rural 
schools  in  Coles  County  were  presented  with  their  diplomas. 
During  her  eight  years  in  grade  school,  Elwanda  had  three 
teachers--one  in  the  first  grade  (Pauline  Martin),  one  in 
the  second  grade  (Ruth  Preston),  and  the  third  one  (Nina 
O' Day)  taught  her  from  the  third  through  the  eighth  grade. 

Elwanda  attended  Neoga  Township  High  School,  Neoga, 
Illinois,  and  graduated  from  there  in  I9I4.O.  In  June  she 
went  to  the  Coles  County  Court  House  in  Charleston  and  wrote 
on  a competitive  exam  for  the  county  scholarship  in  Home 
Economics  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  She  won  it!  In 
September  1 9lj-0 , Elwanda  left  home  to  attend  the  University 
of  Illinois.  She  had  her  county  scholarship  to  pay  tuition 
fees,  $100  in  borrowed  cash  to  pay  other  fees  and  buy  books, 
and  a room  and  ooard  job  to  take  care  of  living  arrange- 
ments. In  the  fall  of  1942  Elwanda  secured  a job  as  dish 
washer  (chemical  glassware)  in  the  Home  Economics  Nutrition 
Research  Lab  in  the  Woman's  Building  (later  called  Bevier 
Hall  and  now  (1973)  known  as  the  English  Building).  She 
started  working  there  for  35^  an  hour.  From  194-2  to  August 
1 944*  when  she  received  her  B.S.  degree  from  the  College  of 
Agriculture  in  Home  Economics  Education;  Elwanda  continued 
to  work  at  various  jobs  in  the  Nutrition  Research  Lab-- 
taking  care  of  a colony  of  white  rats  (and  occasionally  some 
black  ones)  and  serving  as  a human  "guinea  pig"  for  a special 
diet  study  during  World  War  II.  Also,  during  this  time  she 
worked  part  time  in  the  Navy  V-12  Chow  Hall  in  the  Illini 
Union  Building  (this  chow  hall  was  normally  called  the  ball- 
room and  was  located  on  the  east  end  of  second  floor  in  the 
Illini  Union  Building). 

In  August  1 944  Elwanda  finished  her  undergraduate  work 
at  the  U.  of  I and  she  went  to  Cisne,  Illinois,  at  the  end 
of  the  month  to  begin  her  employment  as  home  economics 
teacher.  Also,  she  was  assigned  to  teach  girls  P.E.  and 
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chemistry,  which  was  a new  subject  for  Gisne  High  School  to 
offer,  so  she  had  to  select  the  text  book  and  order  chemicals 
and  other  equipment  for  the  chemistry  lab  which  was  taught 
in  the  home  economics  building,  which  was  about  a block  from 
the  rest  of  the  combined  Gisne  Grade  School  and  High  School 
Building.  There  was  no  running  water  in  this  building. 

The  summer  of  1945  found  Elwanda  back  at  the  Nut.  Ret. 
Lab.  on  the  U.  of  I . campus,  where  she  worked  all  summer. 

That  September  she  went  to  Bellflower,  Illinois,  where  she 
had  employment  as  the  home  ec  teacher  and,  in  addition,  she 
had  a class  in  general  science  and  girls  P.E.  to  teach. 

After  two  years  of  teaching,  Elwanda  decided  to  return 
to s chool  for  further  training.  She  was  offered  an  assist- 
antship  in  the  Home  Ec.  Dept,  and  began  work  toward  a Masters 
of  Science  degree  in  Foods  and  Nutrition  which  meant  taking 
several  courses  in  graduate  school  for  no  credit  to  make  up 
the  work  she'd  not  had  as  an  undergrad.  Finally,  on  Febru- 
ary 12,  1950*  she  received  her  M.S.  degree. 

On  February  5,  1 950,  she  had  received  her  MRS.  by 
marrying  Clarence  Everett  White  in  the  little  one-room  church 
in  Etna,  Illinois.  As  far  as  is  known,  the  wedding  of 
Elwanda  and  Clarence  was  the  first  one  ever  held  in  that 
church.  (Clarence  E.  White  was  born  January  28,  1915)  at 
Salina,  Pennsylvania,  a son  of  Harry  L.  and  Minnie  Bell 
Heasley  White.  He  had  served  in  World  War  II  and  after  the 
war  had  finished  his  B.S.  degree  in  194-8  at  the  U.  of  W. 
Virginia  and  came  to  Illinois  in  June  to  work  before  going 
to  Cornell  U.  at  Ithaca,  N.Y.  that  fall  to  begin  graduate 
study.  He  returned  to  Illinois  in  the  summer  of  1949  to 
work  just  for  the  summer  and  has  been  here  ever  since  (1973))* 
Rev.  Paul  Caton,  pastor  of  Neoga,  Etna  and  Roslyn  Churches, 
performed  the  wedding  ceremony  at  2:00  P.M.  Sunday,  February 
5)  1950,  with  Ruth  Drennan,  youngest  sister  of  the  bride, 
serving  as  maid  of  honor,  and  Gerald  Dunn,  a W.  Va . U.  friend 
of  Clarence's,  serving  as  best  man. 

After  receiving  her  M.S.  in  February  1950  and  getting 
married,  Elwanda  continued  to  work  in  the  Nut.  Res.  Lab. 
until  January  4)  1952,  when  she  quit  her  job  because  of 
pregnancy.  On  January  7,  she  went  to  the  doctor  for  a 
routine  check-up  and,  after  one  look  at  her,  he  sent  her 
straight  to  Burnham  City  Hospital  where  he  thought  he  might 
have  to  perform  an  emergency  operation  as  Elwanda ' s body 
was  swollen  with  excess  fluid  and  her  kidneys  and  liver  had 
almost  ceased  to  function.  At  7:00  A.M.  the  next  morning 
he  did  operate  and  delivered  two  little  baby  boys.  He  did 
not  know  there  was  twins  until  then.  The  babies  were  born 
a month  pre-mature  and  one  weighed  4 lbs.  11  oz.  and  the 
other  weighed  4 lbs.  13^  oz . They  were  put  into  an  incubator 
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and.  Elwanda  did  not  see  her  sons  until  they  were  four  days 
old.  The  babies  were  kept  in  the  hospital  for  twenty  days 
but  Elwanda  was  released  after  ten  days. 

Elwanda  and  Clarence  "White  had  two  more  sons  after  this. 
Since  the  twins  were  born  by  Caesarian  section,  the  other 
two  babies  were  also.  The  same  doctor  (Dr.  L.  M.  T.  Stilwell, 
the  U.  of  I.  football  doctor)  delivered  all  of  the  babies 
and  Elwanda  had  the  same  room  at  the  hospital  each  time.

So  far  we  do  not  know  of  any  ancestors  who  were 
color  blind  or  so  near-sighted  as  to  be  classified  as  being 
blind.  Irene  does  have  some  sight  and  is  able  to  read  by 
means  of  corrective  glasses  and  by  holding  what  she  reads 
very  close  to  her  eyes.  She  has  a very  good  memory  and 
managed  to  keep  up  with  her  class  all  through  school  until 
her  senior  year  in  high  school.  She  did  not  graduate  from 
high  school.

FUNERAL  FOR  DR.  C.  A.  EVANS 
HELD  2 P.M.  THIS  AFTERNOON 

Death  came  to  Dr.  C.  A.  Evans  at  his  home  here 
late  Sunday  afternoon  after  a long  illness  which  forced 
him  to  retire  from  active  medical  practice  more  than 
a year  ago. 

He  took  an  active  interest  in  the  civic  affairs 
of  Bluffs,  and  served  one  term  as  President  of  the 
Village  Board.  He  also  served  as  alderman  and  was 
street  commissioner  for  three  years.  He  served  on 
the  board  of  education  of  the  local  schools  and  in 
earlier  years  was  active  in  the  organization  of  the 
Scott  County  Medical  Association. 

He  loved  his  home.  He  loved  the  companionship 
of  his  wife  and  his  son.  During  the  long  years  of 
his  wife's  illness  his  predominating  thought  was  for 
her  welfare  and  happiness.  Her  death  March  22,  1919, 
was  a great  shock. 

Truly,  his  life  was  spent  in  services  to  his  family 
and  to  this  community.  He  had  the  honesty  of  his 
convictions  and  no  one  ever  doughted  his  integrity. 

He  was  a member  of  the  fraternal  order  of  Odd  Fellows 
and  the  Masonic  Lodge.  At  an  early  age  he  joined  the 
United  Brethern  church  and  since  coming  to  Bluffs  has 
been  a regular  contributor  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church  fund. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  from  his  late 
residence  this  afternoon  (Wednesday)  at  2 o'clock  P.M. 
with  Rev.  S.  Nelles  Madden  officiating.  Services  at 
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the  grave  were  in  charge  of  the  Bluffs  Lodge  No.  846 
A.P.  & A.M.  Burial  was  in  Fairview  Cemetery. 

During  the  hour  of  the  funeral  all  business  houses 
were  closed. 

Dr.  Charles  A.  Evans , son  of  Daniel  and  Isabel 
Evans,  was  born  April  16,  1869,  at  Dewey,  Illinois,  and 
departed  this  life  July  5>  1938,  at  the  age  of  67  years 
2 months  and  1 9 days . 

He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Champaign 
county  and  in  early  boyhood  he  became  interested  in 
medicine.  The  son  of  a farmer  with  a family  of  twelve 
children,  the  course  was  not  easy.  He  taught  in  the 
grade  school  for  one  term  and  secured  funds  to  enter 
the  Medical  College  in  Indiana. 

Following  his  graduation  from  the  Medical  College 
of  Indiana  with  the  class  of  1896  he  practiced  his 
profession  at  Mansfield  for  five  years.  June  29,  1899, 
he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Anna  E.  Rawlings,  and 
to  this  union  one  child  was  born. 

He  came  to  Bluffs  in  1 901  and  bought  the  practice 
of  Dr.  John  and  Dr.  George  Walker.  Their  office  was 
located  at  that  time  in  what  is  now  the  Ashley  residence. 

Dr.  Evans  first  purchased  the  house  now  occupied 
by  Miss  Margaret  Brockhouse.  He  lived  there  only  a few 
years  and  purchased  the  James  Hale  house  where  he  re- 
sided at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Surviving  relatives  are  his  son  Rex,  and  three 
brothers,  S.  H.  Evans  of  Shelbyville,  W.  F.  Evans  of 
Rantoul,  and  J.  H.  Evans  of  Dewey. 

He  was  preceded  in  death  by  four  brothers,  George, 
Howard,  John  Wesley.  The  oldest  brother  died  in  in- 
fancy. Four  sisters,  Mollie  Campbell,  Lydia  Drennan, 
Sally  Drennan,  and  I dona  Yankie  also  preceded  him  in 
death .

HENRY  HOWARD  EVANS 


HENRY  HOWARD  EVANS  (Daniel  Evans,  David  Evans,  Caleb  Evans) 

HENRY  HOWARD  was  the  name  given  to  the  youngest  son  of 
Daniel  and  Isabelle  Evans.  He  was  born  on  February  17*  1871, 
at  the  farm  home  near  Dewey.  He  was  soon  nicknamed  "Hout'’ 
and  for  the  rest  of  his  life,  he  was  Uncle  Hout  to  relatives 
and  Hout  or  H . H.  to  friends. 

He  grew  to  young  manhood  in  the  same  community -going  to 
country  school  and  helping  with  the  farm  work.  He  dated 
several  young  women  in  the  neighborhood  and  chose  Minnie 
Allen  to  be  his  wife.  They  were  married  on  October  2£,  1893. 

They  lived  on  a rented  farm,  two  miles  west  of  Rantoul, 
Illinois,  here  he  did  some  farming  on  his  own,  and  some  with 
his  brother  Dick  and  his  father  who  lived  near  by.  Four 
daughters  were  born  to  them  there  --  namely,  Mae,  Grace,  Edna, 
and  Fern. 

In  the  Spring  of  1900,  they  moved  to  their  own  farm  west 
of  Ludlow,  Illinois.  Valentine  was  the  first  child  born  here. 
Then  the  rest  of  the  family  --  Russell,  Earl,  Faye,  Helen,  and 
Wanda . 

They  bought  more  acres  to  add  to  the  farm,  and  built  four 
more  rooms  to  the  house,  two  downstairs  and  two  upstairs. 

Later  in  life,  they  bought  a farm  in  Ford  County,  two  miles 
north  of  the  home  farm,  and  also  bought  two  farms  in  Michigan. 

He  farmed  with  horses.  Never  owned  a tractor.  Had  a herd 
of'  Jersey  milk  cows  and  sold  butter  and  cream.  Also  had  hogs 
and  chickens.  Sold  eggs  to  the  grocery  store  to  help  pay  for 
food  for  the  growing  family,  butchering  time  was  a neighborhood 
affair,  with  four  or  six  men  helping.  They  had  a special 
smoke  house  built  to  help  cure  the  meat. 

Hout  was  a busy  farmer,  but  took  time  td  -be  school 
director  for  a number  of  years,  and  also  director  of  the 
Ludlow  Elevator. 

His  health  began  to  fail  and  in  February  1928,  they  had 
a farm  sale,  and  moved  to  the  Tartus  Allen  property  in 
Rantoul.  This  home  was  built  in  1903,  and  the  Allen  family 
moved  to  it  from  the  farm  in  January,  1 904,  and  some  of  the 
family  had  lived  there  ever  since.  Hout  and  Minnie  and 
family  moved  there  on  February  22,  1928. 
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At  this  time  only  Mae,  Grace,  Edna,  and  Russell  were 
married.  Hout ' s health  kept  failing,  and  he  passed  away  on 
August  22,  1931 . Funeral  was  at  the  Methodist  Church  in 
Rantoul,  and  burial  in  Maplewood  Cemetery,  north  of  town.

FERN  EVANS,  the  fourth  child  of  HENRY  HOWARD  and 
Minnie  Allen  EVANS,  was  born  December  10,  1898,  on  the  farm 
west  of  Rantoul,  Illinois.  When  nine  months  old  she  was 
very  ill  with  spinal  meningitis,  later  called  infantile 
paralysis.  It  left  her  with  the  right  leg' (.smaller  and 
weaker  than  the  left.  She  wore  a brace  to  the  knee  when 
attending  grade  school  and  later  an  elastic  one.  She 
attended  grade  school  at  Salem  School  one-half  mile  from 
their  home  west  of  Ludlow.  Then  she  attended  Rantoul  High 
School . 

After  graduating  in  19^7)  she  wrote  the  State  Teacher's 
Examination  and  passed.  She  taught  her  home  rural  school 
for  two  years,  then  she  took  a year's  training  at  Illinois 
State  Normal  School  and  taught  in  third  and  fourth  grades 
in  Gifford,  Illinois,  and  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades 
in  Penfield,  111.  She  then  went  back  to  Normal  and  took 
another  year's  training;  Graduating  in  1 92I4. .
